2. As required by rule 50 of Mineral. Concession Rules 1960 , it is notified for the information 
of general public that interested parties holding certificate of approvals from Haryana Goverment 
under Mineral Concession Rules, 1960 and Punjab Minor Mineral Concession Rules , 1964 can apply 
to the Director of Industries, Haryana for the grant of mining fease in the prescribed form alongwith 
the necessary fee after 30 days from date of publication of this notification in Haryana Government 
Gazettee .

in the same area in accordance with the provisions laiddown in Punjab Minor Mineral Concession 
Rules 1964 as mining leases for both the major and minor minerals are to be granted to the same person 
in the interest of harmonious, systematic mining of the mineral deposits and safety of workers to be 
cmployed in the mines.. 
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4 , The mining lessee shall bä liable to extract a minimum 300 tonnes of ordinary sand per 
hectare of area leased out to him per annum . This will ensure removal of. over 
sand lying above the industrial grade sandi su that proper banches are formed in the mining area in 
accordance with regulation No. 106 of Metalliferous Mines Regulation , 1961. Jf more than 300 tonnes 
of ordinary sand per hectare ale extracted then the lessee shall be liable to pay royalty as prescribed 
in the Punjab Minor , Mirercl Concession Rules 1964 on the actual quantity of ordinary sand 
extracted otherwise royalty on minimụm 300 tonnes per hectares
